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Old Gym demolished at year’s end

The Old Gym, one of the original buildings 
on the UVic campus, was brought down in a 
controlled demolition at 9:30 a.m. on Dec. 
29. 

For the past several weeks, workers had 
been removing the Gym floor for salvage. A 
low concrete structure on the south side of 
the Old Gym is being left standing and will 
serve as a field house with changing rooms 
and washrooms. A temporary metal stor¬ 
age structure will be erected on part of the 
site of the Old Gym and the remainder of 
the site will be landscaped. 

The University closed the 49-year-old 
wooden structure on April 28,1988, imme¬ 
diately after a scheduled inspection 
revealed movement of several roof trusses, 
representing an unpredictable saftey haz¬ 


ard. After examining several options, the 
UVic Board of Governors approved a 
motion on June 20, 1988, to demolish the 
structure. 

The structure was originally part of the 
Gordon Head Military Camp and served as 
a drill hall. During the early years of the 
University, the 14,800 square-foot building 
was the scene of the annual convocation 
ceremonies. In recent years, the Old Gym 
had the highest overall utilization of all the 
large indoor athletics facilities at UVic. It 
was used heavily by the School of Physical 
Education and the Athletics and Recre¬ 
ation Department. It also served as a site 
for UVic student registration, for the writ¬ 
ing of exams and for many community 
activities.

Student fees 
hearing 
on Jan.16

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UVic signs student exchange with University in USSR.

The first international student exchange 
agreement between a British Columbia 
university and one in the USSR was signed 
at UVic and in the Georgian Soviet Social¬ 
ist Republic, on Dec. 20. 

The agreement is between UVic and 
Tbilisi State University (TSU). Established 
in 1918, TSU has a population of approx¬ 
imately 36,000 students. It is the State 


University of the Soviet Socialist Republic ^ 
of Georgia, which is located in the most 
southerly part of the Soviet Union in the 
Caucasus between the Black and Caspian 


seas. 


The student exchange agreement bet¬ 
ween the two universities has been negoti¬ 
ated as a co-operative effort between UVic 
and Rotary International District 502 in 


Victoria, with financial support and 
encouragement from the Hon. Stan Hagen, 
Minister of Advanced Education and Job 
Training for B.C. 

The agreement was signed by UVic Pres¬ 
ident Dr. Howard Petch, while a corre¬ 
sponding agreement was signed in Tbilisi 
by the Rector of TSU, Dr. Nodar 
Amaglobeli. 

Present at the UVic ceremony as an 
intermediary for TSU was Givi Papa¬ 
lashvili, Deputy Chairman of the Prae- 
sidium for Preservation of Monuments of 
Culture and History of the Republic of 
Georgia, USSR, and Vaso Margvelashvili, 
Director of the Foreign Relations Depart¬ 
ment, Gostelradio (Georgian Television 
and Radio) and Director of Caucaz Import 
Export in Vancouver. Margvelashvili acted 
as direct liaison between UVic and TSU 
during negotiations towards the 
agreement. 

The Honourable Angus Ree, Solicitor 
General for the province of B.C. brought a 
message from the Premier and from the 
government. Gil Parker, co-ordinator of the 
Rotary Soviet Friendship Exchange and Dr. 
Z.B. Juricic, chairman of the UVic Slav¬ 
onics Department, also attended. Mar¬ 
gvelashvili, Parker and Juricic have worked 
to negotiate the agreement over the past six 
months in a mutual effort which Juricic 
describes as “international town and gown 
co-operation at its best.” 

The agreement is initially for a two-year 
period, beginning in the fall of 1989, and 
allows for the exchange of two students 
from each university for eight month

Puccini’s 
Gianni Schicchi 
opens at UVic 

The UVic Opera Ensemble’s presentation of 
Puccini’s Gianni Schicchi, a delightful com¬ 
edy based on a tale of Dante and set in 
medieval Florence, opens in the School of 
Music’s recital hall on Jan. 21. 

Sung in English, the opera relates the 
story of two young lovers caught up in the 
machinations of greedy relatives, and how, 
after the intervention of a wily old lawyer 
(Gianni Schicchi, an actual historical char¬ 
acter of 13th century Florence whose esca¬ 
pades made him famous), their sad plight is 
resolved.

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UVic Manager of Athletics and Recreation 
Services Ken Shields has decided to stay in 
his position at the University. Shields will, 
however, assume the position of Coach and 
General Manager of Canada’s Men’s 
National Basketball team programs for a 
one-year term commencing April 1, 1989. 
He will be seconded on a full-time basis 
from the University to Basketball Canada 
from April through August of 1989. He will 
then return full-time to his administrative 
duties at UVic while working for Basketball 
Canada from September 1989 through 
March 1990 on a part-time basis. During 
that period Basketball Canada will be look¬ 
ing for a new coach. 

The short-term position as Coach and 
General Manager was agreed to by Shields 
and the University in order to help Basket¬ 
ball Canada in the first year of transition 
from retired coach Jack Donahue to a new 
permanent coach. 

At a news conference held on Dec. 20, Dr. 
Alex Carre, President of Basketball Can¬ 
ada, and Bob Descheneaux, Basketball 
Canada High Performance Director, enthu¬ 
siastically welcomed Shields to the 
National Program. Descheneaux praised 
Shields as a coach who possesses “drive, 
skills and leadership.” He said “Ken has 


vision. He sees in the future what many 
others can’t imagine. He was the unani¬ 
mous first choice in the Canadian basket¬ 
ball community.” 

Carre was also highly complementary of 
Shields, the UVic Vikings’ coach for the 
past 13 years, saying “We wanted nothing 
but the best. All of us from B.C. should take 
special pride in the fact that a native son 
has been chosen. To have a program now on 
the West Coast provides a truly Canadian 
perspective.” The Women’s National Team* 
^ program operates out of Toronto. 

Both Basketball Canada officials 
expressed appreciation for UVic President 
Dr. Howard Petch’s efforts to help resolve 
the negotiations to the benefit of Shields, 
Basketball Canada, and the University. 

Shields said: “I consider it a tremendous 
honour to be asked to lead Canada’s 
National Team program for the one year 
term. With that honor comes a great 
responsibility to serve the Canadian bas¬ 
ketball community in the best manner pos¬ 
sible. My goals will be to put together the 
best possible team for the 1990 World 
Championship Qualification Tournament 
to be held in San Juan, Puerto Rico, and to 
begin to build the foundation for a high 


semesters. There is a provision for exten¬ 
sion of the agreement. Room and board for 
exchange students from TSU will be pro¬ 
vided by Rotary members in Victoria, while 
UVic students will board with host families 
in Tbilisi. 

“I am delighted that Rotary Interna¬ 
tional in Victoria and the UVic Department 
of Slavonic Studies have, with provincial 
government support, negotiated this 
exchange,” says UVic President Dr. Howard 
Petch. 

Following the signing of the Agreement, 
two senior students from the Slavonic 
Studies Department will be chosen to 
attend their third year of studies at TSU 
beginning in the fall of 1989. If no suitable 
candidates from the Department of Slav¬ 
onic Studies are chosen, students with 
knowledge of the Russian language from 
other UVic departments may be selected. 

“TSU has a distinguished Slavics 
Department dealing with Russian lan¬ 
guage and literature, and our students will 
be studying in that department,” says 
Juricic. 

“This is a first for B.C., a first for UVic, 
and a first for Canada with the University 
of Tbilisi in Georgia. It is exciting, and all 
part and parcel of “perestroika” or restruc¬ 
turing. There is now greater freedom for 
academic institutions in the USSR to con¬ 
duct business with foreign institutions of 
learning, and this agreement is an initial 
step in that direction. It may also open the 
door for other exchanges with universities 
in the USSR,” Juricic explains.

During his five months with the national 
program, Shields and the team will be 
located in Victoria. Shields also announced 
at the news conference that he will give up 
his coaching position at UVic at the end of 
the current basketball season so as to 
devote more time to his duties as Manager 
of Athletics and Recreational Services dur¬ 
ing the winter months.

University adopts hazardous materials rules 


After months of preparation, UVic’s partici¬ 
pation in the new nation-wide Workplace 
Hazardous Materials Information System 
(WHMIS) has been introduced to campus 
employees. Organized by UVic’s Occupa¬ 
tional Health and Safety office, the Univer¬ 
sity’s WHMIS program is being imple¬ 
mented with the assistance of Purchasing 
Services and WHMIS co-ordinators from 
each department or division on campus. 

WHMIS is the result of workplace safety 
legislation that came into effect at the end 
of last October. Its goal is to reduce the 
incidence of illnesses and injuries caused 
by hazardous materials in the workplace. 
The program has three components: warn¬ 
ing labels, data sheets on material safety 
and education. All three are now being 


implemented at UVic. 

The role of Occupational Health and 
Safety in the WHMIS project has been to 
develop a standardized labelling system for 
controlled products, supply information on 
material safety to the campus community, 
provide a WHMIS presentation to all 
affected employees and maintain training 
records. Purchasing Services is maintain¬ 
ing a central library of data on material 
safety and co-ordinating the distribution of 
this information. Departmental co-ordina¬ 
tors are responsible for acting as resource 
persons for WHMIS information, arrang¬ 
ing for the inventory of controlled products 
within their department, organizing spe¬ 
cific training when required along with the 


standard WHMIS presentation and notify¬ 
ing Occupational Health and Safety of new 
employees requiring training. 

The WHMIS regulations apply to every¬ 
one who works at UVic, so departments and 
divisions that were not represented at the 
Dec. 16 meeting should contact the Occu¬ 
pational Health and Safety office at 8879 to 
find out more about WHMIS. 

The University’s plans for introduction of 
WHMIS campus-wide starting this month 
were explained by Richard Piskor, UVic’s 
Occupational Health and Safety Officer 
and Daphne Longridge, Chemical/Bio¬ 
safety Officer, at an introductory meeting 
held with about 30 departmental represen¬ 
tatives on Dec. 16. 
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Senate tightens university probation rules 


UVic students with poor grades will now 
receive a mandatory one-year break from 
their studies courtesy of the University’s 
Senate. That’s the result of a move designed 
to strengthen Calendar regulations dealing 
with academic probation. The Senate has 
approved in principle changes to the Uni¬ 
versity’s student probation rules which will 
suspend for a year students whose grades 
fall below a “D” average. 

At present, students whose grade-point 
average falls below a “C” are placed on 
probation. If they fail to raise their grades 
above that level in the next session they are 
then suspended, usually for one year. 

A review of academic probation cases in 
the 1985 and 1986 winter sessions found 
that students who stayed registered at 
UVic the year after being placed on proba¬ 
tion were less likely to make substantial 
improvements to their grades than were 
students who took a break from their 
studies. Half of those who were placed on 
probation with less than a “D” average and 
continued their studies at UVic the follow¬ 
ing year scored less than the “C” average 
necessary to avoid suspension. Thirty per 
cent of those on probation with better than 
a “D” average also failed to raise their 
marks sufficiently to stay eligible for study 
at the University. 

Students who waited at least a year after 
being placed on probation before returning 
to classes were much less likely to achieve 


poor grades. Less than 20 per cent scored 
less than a “C” average after their return. 

On the basis of this evidence, the Senate 
Committee on Academic Standards con¬ 
cluded that “clearly one method of 
strengthening the probation regulation 
would thus be to require all students on 
probation to wait at least one year before 
reregistering.” The Committee concluded, 
however, that such a penalty should only be 
imposed on students whose grade-point 
average is less than a “D”. 

The change means that students with 
less than a “D” average will be required to 
withdraw from the University for a year 
and will then be on probation for the next 
session they attend. All students who are 
suspended have the right to appeal. Exist¬ 
ing policy prevents students who are sus¬ 
pended for a second time from registering 
for credit courses at UVic for at least five 
years. 

Committee Chair Dr. Reg Mitchell 
(Chemistry) says the change in probation 
rules was initially motivated by concern 
about growing campus enrolment. After 
looking at academic probation statistics, 
Mitchell says “there was common surprise 
about how many people were on probation” 
and there was a desire to ensure that “peo¬ 
ple don’t treat failing lightly.” About 600 
students are on probation at any one time, 
200 of whom will be affected by the new 
suspension rule. 


In another academic change which does 
not affect regulations, raised standards 
have decreased the number of border-line 
high school graduates able to enter UVic. 
Prior to last year, the Senate’s Committee 
on Admission and Reregistration consid¬ 
ered admitting high school graduates who 
had grade-point averages of less than the 
normal 2.5 minimum for admission as long 
as they exceeded 2.25. That floor level has 
since been increased to 2.37, a move that 
resulted in a decline in the number of bor¬ 
der-line case admissions being granted by 
the Committee from about 200 in 1986/87 
to just 19 in 1987/88. University regula¬ 
tions still require a 2.5 minimum. 

Students’ Union President Susanne 
Klausen supports the change, although she 
emphasizes the importance of a fair 
appeals process. Also concerned about the 
University’s ability to accommodate grow¬ 
ing enrolment, Kalusen says “people who 
really want to work have the right to be 
here over those who don’t. I don’t believe in 
lowering the standards because people 
aren’t living up to them.” 

Mitchell says the Academic Standards 
Committee will next be looking at the inci¬ 
dence of students who have been on proba¬ 
tion several times, with a view to assessing 
whether action should be taken to penalize 
multiple probations.

Rasmussen’s methods, which he has 
demonstrated numerous times to univer¬ 
sity instructors, apply to disciplines as div¬ 
erse as mathematics, English literature 
and theoretical psychology. Participants in 
these seminars have rated them highly and ^ 
found the methods useful in overcoming 
such adverse conditions as large lectures, 
fixed seating, poor acoustics and problem¬ 
atic classroom dynamics.

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Open house feedback comes from all over campus

Open house should be a regular event at UVic. That’s the view of most 
University faculty and staff members who responded to a survey after 
October’s campus-wide 25th Anniversary Open House. 


The Survey, which was sent to all UVic faculty and staff and was answered 
by 269 university employees, also found considerable enthusiasm for holding 
open house in the fall and general disappointment with attendance at the 
October open house. 

The consensus view of respondents was perhaps most clearly expressed by 
the staff member who said “the university needs a better relationship with the 
community. This can be achieved through open houses.” 

Over 70 per cent of survey respondents were involved with open house 
organization either in advance or during the event. Respondents expressed 
concern over several aspects of open house organization, most notably a 
perceived lack of publicity and the lack of advance time for planning and 
preparation. 

Most respondents were, however, pleased with UVic’s first campus-wide 
open house in nearly eight years. Many of them had never before seen an open 
house at this university. One respondent said “it was great! I have attended 
several at UBC and the University of Guelph, and felt for a first effort (in many 
years) it was tremendous.” 

Survey respondents felt that the most successful open house exhibits tended 
to be colorful, active and entertaining, while static displays were seen by some 
respondents as less successful. When asked what was missing from open 
house, respondents tended to identify advertising and visitors as the elements 
most lacking. Some respondents expressed disappointment that not all 
departments were enthusiastic about participating in open house activites. In 
total more than 60 university departments and divisions took part in the 
October open house, making it the largest ever held at UVic. 

Some respondents expressed concern over the need to entertain visitors 
rather than simply informing them of the University’s work. One commented 
“it is difficult for humanities departments to show anything that is really 
relevant to their normal activities, with the result that we either show films or 
other highly tangential items.” 

This view was not shared by others who saw several humanities depart¬ 
ments face this challenge and emerge as highly successful open house partici¬ 
pants. Referring to one example of a creative attitude toward open house, a 
respondent noted “the English Department’s new approach to making litera¬ 
ture come to life is to be commended.” 

Over 60 per cent of respondents found open house attendance to be lower 
than they had expected, while just eight per cent thought it was higher than 
expected. It is estimated that more than 12,000 visitors attended during the 
weekend. 

Faculty and staff respondents favoured the scheduling of regular campus¬ 
wide open houses in the future, with only 14 per cent of respondents preferring 
not to hold open house regularly. The desired frequency of future open houses 
was split between those wanting open house every year, bi-annually or every 
five years. 

Some respondents were unhappy with the entire concept of open house. One 
suggested that it was “a complete waste of time and effort. The University 
gains little in public support from this type of exercise.” Another added “it 
seemed to me a futile exercise, though planned with considerable zeal, and I 


would not undertake such an enterprise again.” 

On the other hand, a more enthusiastic respondent commented “I found 
that greeting visitors and talking to them...did much to revitalize my 
interest... . I believe the more we can interact with the public, the better— 
both for them and for us.” Another suggested that “Open House serves as a 
good means of public relations with the community (taxpayer). It is one of the 
few direct attempts that the academic community makes to communicate with 
the population at large and gives the taxpayers an idea of what they are paying 
for and perhaps some more appreciation for same.” 

In addition to faculty and staff, surveys were also distributed to departmen¬ 
tal open house co-ordinators, clubs and course unions, the general public, and 
open house visitors. Copies of a report on the full survey results are available 
from Public Relations and Information Services and at each participating 
department from the open house co-ordinator. 

Many respondents made specific comments and suggestions regarding 
open house. These have been passed on to open house and 25th anniversary 
organizers, and it is expected that many of them will be considered for future 
open houses. 

Open house faculty coordinator Dr. George Beer (Physics and Astronomy) 
and 25th anniversary committee chair Dr. Gerry Poulton (Chemistry) have 
reviewed all the survey results and will each be submitting a report on the 
events to UVic President Dr. Howard Petch.

The last vestige of an earlier computing era disap¬ 
peared from the UVic campus earlier this month 
with the removal of computer punch-card equip¬ 
ment from the Computing Services system. Data 
is now directly keyed into the computer or entered 
by other more modern means. It isn’t necessary to 
cast back too far into the past to recall the day 
when UVic was populated by hundreds of stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff walking around campus 
with wads of cards clutched carefully to their 
chests. Pity the poor student who dropped a pack 
of computer cards on a windy day. Computing 
Services reports that the University is probably the 
last computer installation in Victoria to remove its 
punch-card handling facilities. 

The latest figures on international student enrol¬ 
ment at Canadian universities are out, and UVic is 
notable for its relatively high proportion of interna¬ 
tional Master’s and Doctoral students. The Cana¬ 
dian Bureau for International Education reports 
that in 1987/88, UVic had an enrolment of 236 full¬ 
time international students, more than half in Mas¬ 
ter’s and Doctoral programs. This compares to a 
national high of 2041 international students at 
Canada’s largest university, the University of 
Toronto. Simon Fraser University had 623 enrolled 
in 1987/88 and UBC, the province’s biggest univer¬ 
sity, was near the top of the national list of 947. 

The Toronto Globe and Mail reports that the aver¬ 
age foreign student contributes an estimated 
$10,000 per year to the Canadian economy. A 
Globe and Mail editorial reprinted in the Cana¬ 
dian Association of University Teachers Bulle¬ 
tin supports the contention of the Canadian 
Bureau for International Education that Canada is 
not doing enough to attract foreign students, the 
“ill-equipped” nature of Canadian embassies, the 
lack of federal co-ordination and the wide variation 

across the country in differential fees charged to 
international students. Over the past five years 
foreign undergraduate student enrolment has 
grown in the United States, Britain, France, West 
Germany, Australia, New Zealand and Japan. It 
has fallen by 40 per cent in Canada. 

UVic’s founding Law Librarian and Professor
